SMALLPOX IN MILD 


FORM IS PREVALENT 


IN SOMERSET COUNTY 


WeTen' Cases Bopoiied; Yacdn*Uon 


Urged as Means of Seeming 


, 
Inimmiif J-. 


SmaUpor in a mild form has brok- 


eniottt in various sections of Somerset 
connty and Medical Director Charles 
P. Large of Meyersdale strongly urges 
fihat all persons,'who have never been 
successfully vaccinated should be vac- 
cinated at once. Investigations con- 
ducted by Dr. Large have disclosed 
that in all of the present cases report- 
ed to him the patients had no- been 
successfully vaccinated, while all suc- 
cessfully vaccinated members of the 
same families foave so far been im- 
mune from the contagion. 


Dr. Large has traced the spread of 


the contagion since Kay 15, when the 
case of Morris Brant of near Berlin 
was investigated 
by him, d o w n 


through three classes, and he is dis- 
posed to believe that the loathsome 
disease will spread further before it 
is completely 
exterminated. T h e 


greatest danger of contracting small- 
pox is by local contact during the 
eruptive stage of the disease. Where 
persons come into local contact with 
smalVpot they are being quarantined ] 
for A period of 18 days. 


Morns Brant returned home from a 


visit to Pittsburg early in May and a 
few days afterwards developed an 
eruption which was mistakenly dtag-i 
nosed as chickenpox. He is said to 
have attended a picnic -before the 
eruption disappeared entirely.

Swanee of the soog witb the Suwanee | 
that flows from the southern swamps j 
of Georgia down through the. wood-; 
lands of Florida to empty into the Gulf j 
of Mexico. 


"Way down upon the Swanee river" ; 


suggests vaguely the South of the aote-; 
bellum days with its cotton plantations, | 
Its mansions and negro cabins. None ' 
of .these things arc found along the Su- 
wunee. Tet Floridans claim that the j 
song was written in'honor of Jieir for- 
est stream, and boatmen even point 
out a tree under which Stephen Fos- 
ter Is supposed to have penned the 
memorable' Hoes. Reports less pic- 
turesque, but more generally accepted, 
cay that Foster never saw Suwaoee 
river, but that he used the name be- 
cause of the rhythmic sound, dropping 
the "u" ro perfect the meter. 


While the Suwanee river may not 


be wlmt Its name suggests to most of 
us, it Is n beautiful stream, flowing 
through a semi-tropical country where 
live-oaks and cypresses are mirrored 
la its clear depths. Heavy forests of 
cedar also grow in its valley, but these 
have been reduced In recent years, ns 
the wood is In great demand for peu- 
cll making. 


The Suwanee figured largely in 


early American history, for it was a 
favorite haunt of the Indians, and 
many battles with the red men were 
foughc in its valleys. 


The name Suwanee has an Indian 


sound, but it is said to be a corrup- 
tion of San .luan—a name given the 
river by early Spanish explorers.
